— "Losers  Have  no  Right  to  Object"  was  the  title  of  Editor-in-chief 
of  the  pro-government  Arabic-language  daily  Al-Seyassah  Ahmed 
Al-Jarallah 1 s article  on  the  front  page  (8/14): 

"Hezbollah  is  no  longer  strong  enough  to  exert  pressure  on  the 
Lebanese  government.
